County of Oxford advised that Restricted Area By-law 466-82 (New 
Comprehensive) and Restricted Area By-law 472-82 (Ron and Gary Brown) are 
deemed to conform to the Official Plan of the Oxford Planning Area, upon 
approval of Amendment No. 16 to the Official Plan by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing. 

Ministry of Natural Resources advised that they have no objection to 
By-law 472-82 (Ron and Gary Brown). 

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority advised that they have no 
objection to By-law 472-82, however, advised that since the -property is 
controlled by the fill placement regulation, they would require an on-site 
meeting to ensure property development of the lot. 

County of Oxford, Planning Department, advised that the municipality 
may appoint a representative to the County of Oxford Economic Opportunity 
Study Sub-Committee for 19 83. Council moved to table the correspondence to 
a subsequent meeting. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed a copy of the 
audit report concerning the municipality's 1981 claim for subsidy under the 
Public Transportation and Highway Improvement Act. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food advised that there will be 1983 
Municipal Drainage Courses in Kitchener and Guelph involving Drainage 
Superintendents and Clerks. Council authorized Township personnel to 
attend the courses. 

The Regional Assessment Office delivered the 1982 Assessment Roll for 

1983 taxation purposes. The total assessment for 1983 taxation is $15,116, 

635. or a $91,764. increase over the 1982 total. The following increases 
in various tax classes are listed below: 

Residential Public + $29,222. 

Residential Separate + $37,433. 

Commercial Public + $ 6,066. 

Business Public + $ 4,365. 

Commercial Separate + $11,138. 

Business Separate + $ 3,540. 

The Oxford County Board of Education enclosed a copy of their annual 
report on Board operations during 1981-82. 

The Oxford County Roman Catholic Separate School Board enclosed a map 
of the County of Oxford denoting the area the Board has jurisdiction over, 
and other Boards whose boundaries extend into Oxford County. 
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Township of South Dumfries advised that they are considering reconstruc- 
ting approximately 3,000 feet of the east boundary road and requested 
Council's participation in the estimated $30,000.00 cost. The correspondence 
was referred to the Road Superintendent for consideration in the 1983 Road 
budget . 

Ministry of Transportation and Communication approved the passage of 
by-law #468-82 restricting, for a two year period, load limits to a maximum 
of 12 metric tonnes on a boundary bridge in Concession 6 (Blandford) between 
the Township of East Zorra-Tavi stock and the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

Government of Canada, Department of Communications, granted permission 
to the municipality to make certain specific changes to the Township Radio 
System as a result of an application presented on August 24, 1982, The 
Licence #445-0509256 grants the municipality a private channel for their 
mobile radio system. 

The Township received information regarding the Canada Ontario Employ- 
ment Development Program designed to help create jobs for men and women, 
who have exhausted their unemployment insurance benefits. The estimated 
contribution to the Township is $28,300.00 which represents 80% of the 
project value. Council requested more information on the program before 
a final decision can be reached. 

Grand River Conservation Authority enclosed a final billing in the 
amount of $471.23 for erosion control work completed at the Peace Haven 
Scout Camp. Also enclosed by the Authority was the 1982 Attendance 
Summary for all Authority members. 

A petition signed by an additional 15 persons, was presented to Council 
by Mr. Gordon McHper complete with a report, outlining the objections of 
the concerned citizens. A total of 83 persons have, by petition, requested 
Council to re-open and reconsider the recent fire boundary adjustment. 
Council thanked the delegation for their presentation and, in considering 
the matter later in the day, moved to table the item to a subsequent 
meeting to give Council an opportunity to discuss the matter further with 
the District Chiefs of the Township Fire Department. 

Council was advised that the floor in the Plattsville Town Hall requires 
investigation to determine the cause of settlement. Council authorized R. 
Glendinning Construction, Plattsville, to investigate the extent of the 
problem. 

Approval was granted to install a street light on the west side of 
York Street in Plattsville south of Mill Street.

District Chief William Baird and District Chief Harold Davidson plus 
New Dundee Fire Chief Ken Poth and Ayr Fire Chief Jim Schmidt joined the 
meeting at 8:30 p.m. to discuss various aspects of the fire department 
operation. 

Chief Allen Kipp presented the draft 1983 fire department budget and 
wage request for the firefighters. The total proposed equipment list 
of various items amounted to $16,499.80. The Fire Chief requested that 
Council give serious consideration to the purchase of 64 Motorola Monitor 
pagers and join the County of Oxford dispatch system from Woodstock. 
The estimated cost of the paging units would be $30,850.24 if the order 
was placed by March 15th, 1983. At this time no costs were available with 
respect to dispatch costs, costs for the County recording system, trunk lines 
etc. The Chief also requested that a mobile radio be purchased for 
the spare pumper truck at the Bright Station. 

Other items that were discussed, and several require Council action in 
the future. The majority of the items are listed below: 

1. Council and Fire Chief to set up guidelines regarding response time 
to individual locations in the municipality for use by the County of 
Oxford Land Division Committee for severance applications. 

2. The Fire Chief is to give approval to all fire department personnel who 
wish to attend any fire training seminars or schools. 

3. Clean-up of Princeton lumber yard site south of the new Princeton Fire 
Station building site. It was felt that a Fire Marshal's order could 

be issued to board up the frame building on the site since at the present 
time it poses a fire hazard to the abutting property owners. 

4. Request was submitted for Council to consider draft fire hall building 
plans for the Princeton Station, lot clean-up, possibility of drilling 
a well etc. 

5. Council was requested to enact a By-law prohibiting parking around all 
Township fire stations. 

6 . The Fire Chief requested that Council give consideration to setting up 
a $25,000.00 reserve fund for use during the year to purchase equipment 
after the current year's budget has been established to benefit from 
Company discounts on various items. 

7. Concern was expressed as to the numbering system of the area in the 
Township of Burford that the Princeton Fire Station protects, as it relates 
to the County Grid System . 

8. The Chief requested Council's consideration in having a Fire Committee 
of Council, similar to the system adopted in the past term of Council. 

9. Discussion was had on the purchase of 4 kits to be used for auto extrication 
estimated to cost approximately $2,400,00 each. 

10. Council was requested to consider all remuneration levels of the fire 
departments. 

An informative discussion was had with neighbouring Fire Chief's Ken Poth 
and Jim Schmidt concerning the operation of the emergency 911 number that 
the Region of Waterloo has in place. Other items of discussion was the 
method of obtaining mutual aid, and how the back-up system for fire departments 
operate. 

Mayor Livingston, thanked Chief Poth and Chief Schmidt for their excellent 
co-operation in the past in providing protection to certain areas of the 
Township and thanked them for attending the Council meeting to discuss various 
aspects of fire protection.

He further 
commented that prior to the enactment of the New Zoning By-law Number 
466-82 in October of 1982, there were no residential zones near the 
Vandermeer's and that the new by-law zoned the 10 acre parcel of land west 
of the Vandermeer's to Residential from Agricultural. The Vandermeer's 
have the laying hens operation as their livelihood. The neighbours had 
the following comments: Mrs. Taylor was concerned about future expansion 
of the property. 
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Minor Variance Application #A14/8 3 (John Vandermeer) cont'd 

Mr. Taylor was concerned about a feed lot operation, and what prevents 
the Vandermeers from expanding, since they did not get approval to convert 
the existing building into a livestock shelter. 

Mrs. Jubinville expressed concerns about the smells from the operation 
during the summer of 1983, and also expressed concern over the wording 
proposed, since the livestock use is already in existance. 

Mr. Stewart was concerned over future expansion and the smells that 
were evident during the summer of 1983. 

Mrs. Goodfellow also expressed concerns over the smells and what 
protection they have if the Vandermeers decide to expand their operation 
without the proper approval. 

The Vandermeers felt that the smells were caused by the veal calves 

that they had during the summer and that they do not plan to keep calves 

in the future. The only beef they will have is for pasturing the six (6) 
acres of grass during the summer. 

The Committee after considering all the comments expressed and the 
assurance by the applicant's Solicitor that the Vandermeers would be 
satisfied with a restriction of 1800 laying hens for the property decided 
to grant the application.
